II. as king of Belgium, really 
doesn’t need the job of monarchy, for 
he is a skillful machinist and could 
earn journeyman wages at the trade 
any day.

“Most Absolute Despot.” 

Nevertheless William T. Stead, the 
British journalist, declared recently 
that Leopold “has developed into the 
most absolute, despot the world has 
ever seen.” His despotism does not 
relate to Belgium, but to the Kongo 
Free State, in Africa. This vast coun¬ 
try was placed under his domination 
by Henry M. Stanley, the explorer, 
who was backed financially by the 
king. 

Stanley’s hope was that the Kongo, 
with its twenty millions of people, would 
oe developed into a sort of paradise 
wherein the Belgian rule would be 
''neflcent and gentle. That also seems 
boon King Leopold’s idea at 

first, but the cupidity of the monarch 
with the long,, square cut whiskers and 
the long, thin nose overmastered all 
other considerations. Instead of being 
benevolently assimilated the Kongo 
has been diabolically exploited. 

Many tales of the cruelty of Leo¬ 
pold’s rule in the Kongo have been 
told. Some of them hav 


ing much of the money. It has even 
been hinted that Carlotta has recover¬ 
ed her reason, but that the king keeps 
her in the asylum so that he can ex¬ 
ploit her income. This, however, is 
believed to be a piece of malicious 
gossip. 

i 

Giving Away Property. 

Of late years the old king, probably 
urged by the Nemesis of conscience, 
has given to the nation a very consid¬ 
erable part of his private fortune in 
one way and another. Mr. Stead thinks 
Leopold’s generosity in this respect is 
3ue to his determination to alienate his 
wealth from his daughters; but, then, 
Mr. Stead, as the reader may have 
discovered, intensely dislikes Leopold. 

One of the king’s gifts to the public 
•s a magnificent pantheon, intended to 
honor the illustrious dead of Belgium. 
This edifice, located In that part of 
Brussels known as the Namur Gate 
! quarter, cost about $9,000,000 and is 
one of the noblest structures in Eu¬ 
rope. 

Leopold, despite his- personal short¬ 
comings and his mishandling of • the 
Kongo, is accounted a wise and states¬ 
manlike ruler for Belgium. He has 
governed his own country so well that 
she occupies now a place among Eu¬ 
ropean nations to which her insignifi¬ 
cant area does not entitle her. Bel¬ 
gium is highly respected by her sis¬ 
ter nations. Her commerce, too, is 
surprisingly large. It is estimated that 
the exports from Belgium every year 
are enough in the aggregate to give 
each family in the little kingdom an 
income of $500. 

King Leopold has favored and fos¬ 
tered all industries calculated to make 
his people richer and happier. There¬ 
in may be seen the reason for his per¬ 
sonal popularity at home.

Leo¬ 
pold for many years ruled the Kongo 
practically as an individual asset, ap¬ 
parently looking upon it as a private 
snap. The natives were compelled to 
labor in the rubber forests, under 
guard, as slaves, each being required 
to do a daily task which frequently 
was an impossibility, in which event 
one of Leopold’s agents would slice off 
an ear or amputate a finger from the 
luckless negro. Many thousands of 
the natives were slaughtered ruthless¬ 
ly during the years in which Leopold 
enriched himself by making the help¬ 
less negroes toil for him. 

“In these last years.” writes Mr. 
Stead, “the infernal imposture was ex¬ 
posed, and Leopold was compelled to 
hand over the Kongo empire to the 
Belgian government, and now in his 
last days, when he is dying at the age

Prince Is Domestic. 

Prince Albert is said to be an excel¬ 
lent family man, which cannot be said 
of his royal uncle Leopold, whose rep¬ 
utation as to domesticity is not of the 
best sort. Albert is the opposite of 
the old king in many other respects. 
If the prince has sow’ed any consid¬ 
erable crop of wild oats the fact is not 
generally known. Leopold's crop has 
been sown in nearly every capital of 
Europe and along the byways as well. 

Leopold 11. lias been called a “sport” 
by many observers, and the term 
seems to fit him. He has been ruler 
of Belgium since 1805, when he suc¬ 
ceeded his father, the first Leopold and 
the first king of the Belgians. In 1830 
that little country, which is only a 
third us large as Indiana and about 
the size of Tom Green county,, in 
Texas, broke off from the Netherlands 
and was recognized at once as a sep¬ 
arate kingdom. Leopold I. wus elected 
to the monarchy. Belgium has a con¬ 
gress made up of a senate and a house 
of representatives similar to our own 
congress, and the monarchy is a con¬ 
stitutional one. The king’s authority 
is not greater than that of the king of

How High Must an Aeronaut Go to 
Avoid Encroaching on Property? 

How high an aviator must fly to be 
safe from the consequences of illegal ! 
trespass and a great many other ques¬ 
tions not burning now were treated 
by Lyttleton Fox, a lawyer, in an ad- [ 
dress to members of the Aero Club of 
America in New York. The answer 
was that the aviator would have to be 
out of sight. 

The old Roman law which gives to 
the owner of land absolute ownership 
also of the air above it is responsible 
for this. The law must be changed, 
added Mr. Fox, or the courts will he 
ruinously congested. 1 As matters stand, 
there having been no changes in the 
law for several hundred years, a man in 
a flying machine has no rights that a 
man with a plow is bound to respect. 
The question is how best to bring the 
attention of the judicial system to this 
unfair discrimination against the fly¬ 
ing portion of the race. No man can 
fly as things now stand without tech¬ 
nically breaking the law unless he gets 
special privileges from the landowners. 

It is a problem that bristles with 
novelty, says Mr. Fox. In the event 
of pedestrians being hit by ginger pop 
bottles dropped by the passing aviator 
or by other objects, including the avi¬ 
ator himself, the man below 1 would 
have redress at law. Mr. Fox believes 
the Aero club should urge the Wright 
brothers, for instance, to consent to he 
sued by the owner of land over which 
they have flown (and thereby tres¬ 
passed) so as to bring the whole Sub¬ 
ject before the courts for settlement. 
The suit should be a friendly one, he 
said, the object being to modify, if pos¬ 
sible, the law of aerial trespass. An¬ 
other way might be to condemn the 
air by legal procedure and thus knoUi 
over the historical fossil. 

A discussion that followed the ad¬ 
dress of the evening resulted in the 
members arriving at the firm belief 
that the air should be considered a 
highway, and there was preliminary 
talk concerning an attempt at legisla¬ 
tive enactment.

Supplies Needed Discipline For Youth, 
Says Authority on Game. 

The physical and mental develop¬ 
ment product J in the individual player 
Is n*ot all that may be cited in its sup¬ 
port. Those who look beneath the sur¬ 
face find in football in the United 
States something to supply that lack 
of rigid discipline for which the Amer¬ 
ican youth, except possibly at West 
Point and Annapolis, suffer in com¬ 
parison with those of other peoples. 
Not only does the rigid training estab¬ 
lish self control in those who play, but 
the game holds up a standard of dis¬ 
cipline to those who observe it. And 
It must be admitted that this side of 
the argument is a strong one, while 
the fact that it offers almost the ideal 
measure of effort followed by immedi¬ 
ate relaxation renders it far less a tax 
on the vital organs than the majority 
of our contests. As it involves per¬ 
sonal physical contact, it always will 
be a strenuous sport, appealing to the 
vigorous, healthy boy.—Walter Camp 
In Century.

Expert Gambler at School. 

“I became a skilled gambler while 
still in school,” he has been quoted as 
saying. “At twelve I could bunko any 
boy in mv class at a game of chance. 
We used to play for the head marks 
we got in school. My parents died, 
and I had to get out and stir for my¬ 
self. I naturally tunled to gambling, 
though it was in a small way at first. 
I was encouraged by success, and the 
first thing I knew I was a professional. 
I started first in Boston, where I won 
several thousand dollars, and then 
struck out for New York. 

‘‘There I opened a faro bank in 1870. 
I reaped a golden harvest in two years 
and traveled extensively, crossing the 
Pacific ocean and taking in China and 
Japan. All the while I gambled there, 
and many were the times I got low in 
pocket. 

‘‘I settled in Chicago in the late 
eighties and ran a wide open house in 
that city fer a long time. Next I be¬ 
came manager for John L. Sullivan. 
After my capital overlapped the mil¬ 
lion mark I joined in the gain^js and 
frequently wound up disheartened and 
heartless. Once I held $1,000,000 in 
the palm of my hand; an hour after¬ 
ward I couldn’t lay claim to a cent. 
I sat three days arid four nights in a 
poker game.

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WOMAN SUFFRAGE 

Mr. Gorst known throughout the 
i country as a writer and lecturer on 
education and for two administrations 
private secretary to his father, Sir John 
I Gorst, at one time minister of educa- 
| lion in Great Britain, has three things 
! to say about education and woman 
| suffrage which are well worth heeding: 

“ It seems to me that girls are more 
j mis-educated than boys, especially 
now that every girl is destined to come 
forward as a citizen. It is natural to 
think at some time in her life every 
woman will fulfill her normal destiny, 
that of a wife and mother, but in these 
days, whether that be so or not, she 
will soon be exercising the privileges 
of citizenship. Are the girls and the 
[ women of America prepared for this? 
j I am asked. No, far from it, but they 
are no more lacking than all boys and 
some men. It is incomprehensible to 
me in view of the fact that sulfrage 
will soon be given to the women, both 
in this country and Great Britain, that 
all the girls’ schools and colleges do 
not have instruction and training in 
parliamentary law. 

“American women are going to be a 
wonderfully potent element in politics 
when they have the ballot, for women 
will realize that the machinery of poli¬ 
tics means less than men think it does. 
The latter mistake the means for the 
end. Women will take a much more 
human view of politics. They will 
never cease working until they have 
divested politics of the sham and com¬ 
plications which men have invented to 
conceal graft and throw dust in the 
eyes of the public. American men are so 
overworked, so engrossed in business, 
that I believe the whole future of 
America lies in the hands of women, 
and when women have the franchise 
they will shake the foundations of 
government in a way that will be of 
incalculable good to the country.”
